To see how much money the town will vote to appropriate 
for band concerts during the summer of 1907. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure State aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways, under the law 
passed at the January session 1905. 


To see how much money the Town will vote to appropriate 
for the care and improvement of cemeteries. 


To see if the Town will vote to exempt from taxation for a 
term of years the manufacturing establishment of Colby 
& Grey, and the capital to be used in operating the same. 


To see if the Town will vote to relay and straighten the 
highway leading passed the homestead of A. C. Hall 
to the cottage now owned by A. W. Johnson. 


To see if the Town will vote to purchase ten acres of land in 
the lot known as the ‘‘Park Lot,” so called, to be used 
fora public park; Provided said ten acres can be 
purchased for a sum not to exceed $1,200.00 and make 
an appropriation for the same.

To the Citizens of Whitefield. 


We respectfully submit the annual report of the Town of White- 
field for the year ending February 15th, 1907. 


Highways:— As will be seen by the report the cost of maintaining 
our roads the past year has been largely in excess of the appropriation. 
The first added expense was in constructing the new Mountain View 
Road; then many of our bridges were found to be in bad condition, 
and had to be repaired. Owing tostorms during the summer many 
washouts occured, and, in some cases, roads that had but recently 
been repaired, had to be built over at extra expense. 


’ Macadamized Roads:—The top of Lancaster hill has been cut away 
four feet thus greatly reducing the grade, and the entire length from 
the Maine Central crossing to Prospect street thoroughly macada- 
mized, the entire distance being over twelve-hundred feet. 

The Fletcher bog has been thoroughly drained, filled with gravela 
distance of nine-hundred feet, and macadamized its entire length 
this road, which has been almost impassible at times in the past, 
is in the best of order, and will require no further outlay for a long 
time to come.
